Small Ckange. 
The fact that as large a city as this has 
no current money of leas value than about 


labor, is not a little astonishing to a 
stranger, and furuishes the matcria! for no 
little derision at our old-fogy ideas and 
dullness in failing to appreciate one of the 
most widely known principles of political 


public estimation, are furnished with a 
weapon of attack in this short-sighted pol- 
icy, whoee blows it is difficult t parry or 
avow. To use the well-known metaphor, 
we might as well have a yard-stick with- 
out Inches asa currency whose smallest 
denomination is a five-cent piece. An 
American abroad was once boasting of the 
wealth and resources of his country, and 
remarked to a German friend that the 
smallest current coin in this city was 
worth twenty-five times as much as the 
smallest coim in the native city of the lat 
ter. “What!” was the reply, “are there 
really no poor people in Louisville ”” 

The reproot was just, for to no one is a 
currenoy of small change of more vital im- 
portance than to the poor, dependent on 
their scanty wages for their subsistence. 
To such unfortunate ones the system which 
we use does a serious injustice by refusing 
to recognize small coins as money. Com- 
merce has its laws even in the smallest re 
tail business, and submits with «a bed 
grace to the arbitrary rule that less than 
five cents is not worth considering; hence 
we have articles five cents apiece, or three 
for a dime; ten cents apiece, or three jor s 
quarter, &c. It iq principally in articles 
whose price is stated thus that the poor 
are injured, since they are compelled to 
pay much more than those who, having 
means and credit enough to buy in larger 
quantities, are much better able to pay the 
higher price. Sometimes the disproportion 
between the real market price of necessary 
articles and the actual cost to the poor, 
because of our inadequate currency, ex- 
ceeds all bounds; but at all times, and in 
all cases, does this system do them actual 
injustice, varying only in degree.
